Official canvass of the vote of the} 


primary vote was certified Tuesday, 
when the board of supervisors de- 
clared “no-election” compieted at 
Morongo, the long missing precinct, 
and completed the canvass. 

There is no change in the result 
as announced from the unofficial vote 


last week. 


The official canvass made it deft 
mite that C. S. Crain of Victorville, 


and C, EB. Stauter of Needles would 


go into a county-wide election in 
the race for 
supervisor. This will be the only 
county campaign in the November 
election. Mr. Crain lacks twenty- 
seven votes of winning at the prim- 
ary, that number additional votes be- 
ing needed to give him a clear 
majority over all the other candi- 
dates. 

The vote in the Democratic prim- 
aries indicated that Senator James D. 
Phelan is weaker “than his party 
strength in this county and that 
Hugh L. Dickson, candidate for Con- 
gress, is stronger than the average 
Democratic vote. Phelan received 
1608 votes and Dickson 1883. Both 
were unopposed, but in many sec- 
tions of the county Democrats re- 
fused to vote for. Phelan. 

- The total vote cast at the prim- 
aries was $810, or more than one- 
third of the registered vote.

California citrus fruit growers 
brought the huge sum of $81,200,000 
to this state for their portion of the 
world’s crop of oranges, lemons and 
citrus fruit for the fiscal year just 
closed, according to the annual re 
port of General Manager G, Harold 
Powell of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange, 

Of this. huge sum, 73.7 per cent 
went directly to the members of the 
Exchange, and 10,500 fruit growers 
can attest to the benefits of mem- 
bership in the co-operative, non-profit. 
ing marketing system conducted 
through the organization, The mem- 
bership of 10,000 last year has been 
swelled by 500 new members, the 
report shows, 

This represents an increase of $6,- 
600,000 over the returns of the pre- 
ceding year. 

At the annual meeting of the board 
of directors of the exchange Wednes- 
day, to which this report was sub 
mitted, C. C. Teague was elected 
president of the organization for the 
ensuing year, ‘succeeding P. J, Dreher, 
resigned Mr. Teague comes from 
Santa Paula, is reported to be the 
largest producer of lemons in the 
world, is. president of the Walnut 
Growers” Association and president of 
the agricultural legislation commit- 
tee appointed by the State Farmera’ 
Federation, He has been associated 
with the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange for eleven years, and has 
been responsible to a large extent, 
it is said, for the present healthful 
status of the lemon industry, 

Mr. Teague is forty-seven and came , 
to California in 1892.

With the recent increase of trans 
continental freight rates, $5 cents per 
box on lemons and 38 centa per box 
on oranges, the freight bill of ship- 
pers will mean an increase of nearly 
$6,000,000 annually, This, however, 
has not added to the retail cost of 
California citrus frufts, 

“Prices received for perishable 
farm products are determined by the 
conditions of supply and demand, 
and the impact of world wholesale 
prices, while the coats of production 
or transportation exert only a remote 
linfluence,” says General Manager 
Powell of the Exchange in his report, 
“The citrus fruit grower finds it tm 
possible to pass on to the consumer 
these increased costs. He can get 
only what the public ia willing to 
pay. ~The producer of portshables 
must #ell even at a loss or allow (pis 
jProdiugts to rot In the flelds.”

Why Advertise When 
Behind In Deliveries? 


This seems to be a very natural 
question, and the answer involves the 
discussion of a vital policy of this busi- 
ness that is fundamental.
